Telegraphic Matters Discussed by 


Gardiner L. Hubbard. 


Tlic Telesrapli Business Bound to 


Be a Monopoly— How Opposition; : 


to Western Union Is] 


Killed. 


.v Cm-, Feb. 9,— Gardiner G. 


Hubbard uiadtj an urgumont before tbo com- 
mittees on post olllcos and pos: roads upon tho 
general subject of postal telegraphy, (uwl 
pnrlicularly in answer to tho recent arira- 
meat of Dr. Norvin Green. Ho sfu'd undm- 
tho pressure of discussion tho Westoru Union 
company, according to tho admission of its 
president, lias been forced to begin the work 
of reducing rates and improving methods. 
Between tlju years 1SOS and 1873 average 
rates Imd been reduced from 81.04 to SO 
cents per message. Under this reduction the 
number o! telegrams had increased from 
0,000,000 to £3,000,000 per annum, and tho 
profits from $2.000,000 to $3,500,000. Then a 
changuliad taken place ill the policy oC tho 
Western Union company, by which other 
lines had boon absorbed, and the reduction ol 
rates ceased.

Hubbard said he supposed they hod beou well 
paid for tlioir interest and thought they 
could take euro of themselves. 


Mr. Hubbard, proceeding, said rates wero 


too higli for the general public. Tho busi- 
ness community wero well served, but tho 
people at largo reaped no beuefits from the 
telegraph. Mr. Erarls had said that the 
Western Union fonvarded messages in tho 
order in which they were received. This was 
only theoretically true, but there was some- 
rblng of more vital importance than any- 
thing yet presented. What \vero the rela- 
tions of the Western Union to tbo people of 
•.be country in their social and politi- 
cal interests; The Western Union was 
controlled by three or four gentlemen 
in New York. It controlled the market 
pri'-'es, nil lliu political and general news scut 
over iLS wires, and every single important 
personal communication sent ic tho country, 
No state can pass a law which should have 
auy ofl'oct on this corporation. It would 
handle 100,000,000 messages Urn years hence. 
Through its agoncy it collected market news 
iu London and Paris. A fraction of n penny 
a pound 0:1 cotton was a fortune to any 
n:iin.
